Reform. 



The mcetincs, the resolutions, nrul the 
public sentiment evoked within tlie pnst 
few days cannot lint prove memorable, nor 
fail in mnrkiiiQ the termination of the public 
performances ofc«rUin political jugulars 
bt-foro thu oi'iii'ntiluenfioii cif the Colony. 
TheV will do more: they will mark lh« 
perio.l when reform—not mete pariv— 
struck ile mot deeply ami spread them out 
widely in our virgin soil, and defied llie 
combined attacks of all the political juggler* 
in the country. If nothing were done bill 
the overturiiinfj of the Cary government it 
wonld bo a grc-A- public gain ; yet that 
would not be enough. In that cane our 
radical obusos would scarcely be touched; 
only one unfortunate politician would be 
removed, whilst the country at lar-e would 
be ns far from thoife salutary measures to 
aecure its contentment, promote its pros- 
perity and develop its resources, a:; in the 
palmiest days of the fallen prime minister. 

From the elements of parties there may 
be evoked a government which would com- 
mand the entire confidence of the people. 
Suoh a'aovernmeitt we warn— such an one 
we must have: and it should bo composed uf 
men whose political honesty nod whose 
practical ability are unquestionable. When 
such is done the first jirarnl reform will be 
inaugurated. During three years the ma- 
chinery of government has been not only 
imperfect, but i'. has been latlionlly defer, 
tive, and incapable id' doing properly the 
work of the country. The mere fact of a 
Legislature silting eleven months, and then 
doing nothing hut what could tie effected in 
as many days, is a burlesque on legislation 
that shows in the Mr.moesl light the neces- 
sity for remodelling our governmental ma- 
chinery. Public time and public money 
lias loo long been used to impose on the 
body politic. Hereafter, wherever defect ex- 
ists in the legislative, executive, or judicial 
machinery, let il be removed. Wherever a 
rjood man can ho found he should he had to 
replace the defect ;. ami the only questions 
that should be a=ked are : Is lie honest 1 Is 
he capable ! 

Except Reform lakes a practical turn- 
except its operations are difeeletl to benefit 
the country, in onnlradistimUJon to mere 
r«rty rewards— U is nothing hut a parly 
cr y_ it. is putty mancBuming; it may even 
sink to the level of f.ici ion, ami curse instead 
of bless the counlry. No one will deny thai 
the reform ino*t demanded here in n govern, 
merit composed of the most honest and capa- 
ble men in t v e counirv. Parly then may 
be justly evoked — may organize a League- 
may labor in a legitimate sphere— m»y wage 
war on abuses incompetency, and official 
dlshonesly, and conquei a peace, the condi- 
tions of » hich SBottld be n government com- 
, Minding the CilllfiJence of the people. 

So long as men a:e entrusted with the in- 
signia of power and either abuse it or show 
their incapacity to use it property, just so 
long will the greatest interests of the coun- 
try be I'isregarded and the contentment of 

the people postponed. But once place in 
power the h St men the country affords, nnd 

the best guarantee ia given that other re- 
forms will necessarily follow. .Matters have 
pot into such ajlltnble through the policy of 

Gov. Douglas 1 prime minimi r lhat it will 

require men of sounder judgment tnan he 

to extricate it from in present posilion, 

No other OOOrse, however is open, bill to in- 

sin on a roorjjuniistion ol the Govern mei b 

To thai end every ellor! should be devoted ;

Salt Spring Island. 

As the ijutveyor General has issued a 
notice for all parlies who claim lands on 
Salt Spring Island, to register their claims 
in his department before July 8th, in order 
to have limit pre em plion right secured, un- 
der the Proclamation of February 19, we 
aivo below a copy of the original agree- 
ment made with the Settlers by the Sur- 
veyor General. It is not clear, from the 
notico that ilia lauds, have been surveyed ; 
or whether Tsil's map has been accepted us 
un official survey. If the lands are still un- 
surveyod, the Settlers will have to pay 
-Is. 2d per acre, in accordance with the 
Laud Proclamation, as soon as the survey 
be made. So far as we can learn the rights 
of the question, the lands are unsurveyed; 
and consequently the terms of the original 
agreement and no other are binding on tin; 
settlers and the government, The question 
of forfeiture in the notice does not theielore 
appear to agree well with the equitable 
rights acquired under the original agree- 
ment; although the tendency "f registration 
may be to settle the claims of the settlers 
beyond dispute :

A number 
of carpenters Imve been employed there for 
somo time, and their custom has been to 
leave their tools on the premises eve;y night. 
Yesterday morning, on repairing to- the spot, 
they found that the hotlse had been en- 
tered during the night and tools to the value 
'of nearly S300 stolen. The chest of one of 
the hands, named S. B. Abbott, containing 
a large number of valuable tools, was 
■earned away. The drawers of the chest 
and such implements as might lead to 
the detection of lha thieves were left 
behind. The perpetrators are supposed to 
be while men aided by Indians. The goods 
were doubtless carried to the water's edge 
and placed in a boat, from whencu they 
must have been conveyed to the American 
side. Tue loss falls very heavily on the 
industrious mechanics who have been thus 
despoiled of their property, and a strenuous 
effort should be made to ferret out and break 
up the gang who have been engaged fn 
many operations of a like nature within 
u short time bark. Suspicion points strongly 
towards certain notorious characters who 
have resided hero a long while without 
engaging in any useful employment; and 
the supposition is that they have employed 
a number of Indians to assist them in the 
prosecution of their nefarious undertaking.

Letter from Cayoosh, 

[Fl'.OM AN OCCASIONAL COUUESI'O.VDKNT J 
C.WooSH, May 15, 1SG1. 
Editor Unman Colonist:— The news from 
| above continues good— better than ever. The 
3 ! celebrated Antler Creek, first discovered late last 
full, is reported to prospect at the rate of §1000 to 
the ten square feet, and large nuggets from that 
locality have been brought to this place. The last 
express and pack-trains brought down abou 
$10,000 in dust from Cariboo, nnd $1.5,000 more 
arc said to be on the way. There is a graat deal 
of smow up there yet ,• but somo of the miners are 
stripping oir six feet of it, and making money at 
that. 

Cayoosh is, in my opinion, the plcasantest lo- 
cality in British Columbia, the climate is delight- 
ful, being dry and healthy. The cou:.try round- 
about is also comparatively clear of that curse of 
other sections— BlOsqultOS, The tpwrt is located 
on a largo flat or bench, some 150 feet above the 
level of thj river, and is surrounded by high and 
precipitous mountains, the only opening being the 
deep canun through which the river runs. 

The banks ot the Fraser present a most singular 
appearance. From the Big Canon upward as fur 
as I have yet been, high benches rise one above 
the other like immense pairs of stairs, lo view 
these benches at a distance, one would think that 
they were only a few yards wide ; but when you 
come to examine them closely many of them will 
be found to contain miles upon miles of the rich- 
est kind of soil, nil ready for the plow to commence 
operations. The most of the land on the benches 
in the vicinity has been pre-empted, and I can 
count some neven or eight farms near by. 

There is little doubt but Cayoosh is destined to 
become a vorv important point, and for three rea- 
sons. In tho' first place, there are rich and exten- 
sive mines all around it, which will furnish work 
for generations yet to come. In the second place, 
its location at the terminus of the Harrison-LllOOt 
route makes it the great depot of supply for thu 
upper country; and thiid.y and lastly, (as the 
parson would say,) it is far the plcasantest locality 
in the Colony. Ui ciurae you chaps iu V ictoria. 
like to try and frighten us with that greatest of 
humbugs— the Northern Coast Routes but it 
won't do. Cayoosh is firmlv established and must
